M ay-10 .?^Sec- 
refary of Stale Du lles said today 
that while new Soviet develop­ 
m en ts m ay in crease long-range 
chan ces ^or peace, there is no time 
to “ term in ate or cu rtail’’ the ad­ 
m in istration ’s big foreign aid pro­ 
gram . 
Du lles spoke for m ore than two 
hou rs in a final plea before the 
Hou se Foreign Affairs Committee 
for $4,9 00,000,000 in new foreign 
aid fu nds for the year beginning 
Ju ly 1, 
Next 
week 
the Hou se 
grou p 
sta rts voting on the bill and the 
m am qu estion has not been wheth­ 
e r the amou nt will be cu t, bu t how 
m u ch. Chairm an R ichards (D-SC) 
said in advance of Du lles’ testi­ 
mony the com m ittee rpight lop off 
anyw here u p to as mu ch as Ita 
billion dollars. 


Soviet Goal L'nchangrd 
Du lles told the com m ittee:

Churchill Extends 
Invitation To Russia 


AACHEN, G erm an y, May 10 (P 
—Sir Winston Chu rchill extended 
to ^ e "new R u ssia” today an in­ 
vitation to join a gran d alliance 
aim ed at secu rin g world peace. 
The 81-year-old- form er British 
P rim e M inister also called for 
Eu ropean u nity, and in so doing 
w rote into the langu age a new bit 
of chu rchillian prose; 
“ We m u st avoid 
violence by 
every m ean s in ou r power. The 
only u nity that wou ld come from 
violence wou ld be a u nity of ashes 
and death.” 
Chu rchill spoke after he was 
presen ted with this ancient city’s 
Charlem agn e Prize for his con­ 
tribu tion to Eu ropean u nity and 
world peace. 


Aiken Indicates 
New Farm Bill 
Headed For Veto 


« WASHINGTON, May 10 (iP-The 
S e n a t e A gricu ltu re Committee 
sen t its new farm bill to the Sen­ 
ate floor today, bu t Sen. Aiken 
(R-Vt) indicated it m ay be head­ 
ed for another presiden tial veto. 
Aiken, who often speaks for the 
adm in istration 
on 
farm 
policy, 
said he wou ld recom m end that 
Presiden t Eisenhower refu se to 
sign the bill u nless a section boost­ 
ing livestock feed grain prices is 
elim inated. 
Eisenhower vetoed a farm bill 
passed by Congress last month. 
He objected, among other things, 
to provisions boosting 
livestock 
feed grain prices. 
"Objectionable F eatu re” 


“ We’ve retain ed the m ost ob­ 
jectionable featu re of the vetoed 
bill,” Aiken told reporters after 
the 
Democratic-controlled 
Agri­ 
cu ltu re Committee approved the 
new m easu re. The Hiu ise has al­ 
ready passed it in som ewhat dif­ 
ferent form, and Senate action is 
expected next week, 
Aiken delcared the bill "wou ld 
in crease the cost-price squ eeze a l­ 
ready hu rting ou r farm ers.” 
Sen. Ellender (D-La), chairm an 
of the Agricu ltu re Comm ittee, has 
told reporters he thou ght the re ­ 
vised legislation cou ld be accept­ 
ed by the Presiden t. He added to­ 
day th at he expected the Senate 
to give qu ick approval to the com ­ 
m ittee’s version. 
No Prepaym en t Soil Bank 
The bill gives Eisenhow er the 
soil bank plan he asked for to as­ 
su re farm ers u p to $1,200,000,000 
a year in benefit paym en ts for 
withdrawing land from the pro­ 
du ction of crops already in su r-

NICOSIA, Cypru s. May 10 m — 
Su rprising calm settled on the 
capital of thi.s harra.ssed British 
colony today after the execu tion 
of two Greek Cypriots convicted 
of political shootings. 


The men. Michael K araolis and 
Andreas Demetriou , w ere hanged 
.secretly 
at 
dawn 
in 
Nicosia’s 
heavily gu arded cen tral 
prison, 
despite appeals for reprieves ad- 
dres.sed to London from both Cy- 
pru s and Greece. 


News of the execu tions was not 
im m ediately 
annou nced 
pu blicly 
here. Bu t it 
qu ickly spread 
by 
word of mou th to the tense, ex­ 
pectan t city. 


Greek Stores Close 


R e a c t i o n was u nexpectedly 
qu iet. 
Greek stores, 
cafes 
and 
other bu sinesses closed one by 
one and the life of the comm u nity, 
except among the m inority of T u r­ 
kish origin, cam e to a half. Only 
a brief series of stone and tear 
gas en gagem en ts between secu ri­ 
ty 
forces 
and 
Greek 
Cypriot 
you ths m arred the calm . 


The clash occu rred ou tside the 
city's main cathedral when teen ­ 
agers hu rled fist-siz ed rocks at 
passing police and British soldiers 
and drew tear gas fire in retu rn . 
Several you ths 
w ere 
jailed 
bu t 
there apparen tly were no inju ries. 


Flag At Half Staff 


Greek flags flew a t half m ast 
from chu rches, school* and homes 
and 
chu rch 
bells 
occasionally 
tolled in m ou rning for the dead 
pair despite regu lation s forbidding 
their u se except as a su m mons 
to worship. 
Calls over 
the 
islan d’s 
in ter­ 
city telephone lines were not ac­ 
cepted. so little news cam e to Ni­ 
cosia of reaction in the rest of 
Cypru s.

Approved By Senate 


WASHINGTON, May 10 i/P-T he 
Senate tonight passed 61-7 a bill 
providing for federal flood in su r­ 
ance. It now goes to the Hou se. 
Before 
passage 
the 
Senate 
adopted 39 -31 an am en dm en t by 
Sen. Knowland (R-Calif) calling 
for state sharin g of the cost after 
Ju n e 30, 19,59. The am en dm en t was 
at the expressed wish of Presiden t 
Ei.senhower. 
Sen. Lehman (D-NY) protested 
that 
the 
am en dm en t 
"virtu ally 
crippled the m easu re.” Lehm an 
headed a Senate Banking su bcom ­ 
m ittee 
which 
had 
drafted 
the 
insu ran ce bill, 'm in u s the state 
participation featu re proposed by 
the adm in istration . 
Knowland and Sen. Saitonstall 
(R-M ass), advocating the am en d­ 
m ent. said that since it did not 
requ ire 
state 
participation

three years, states wou ld have 
tim e to am en d their constitu tions 
so as to perm it them to take part.

A m ajor election year battle over 
Social Secu rity wa.s as.iu red in the .Senate today when the Finance 
Com m ittee voted again st lowering from 65 to 62 the age at which 
most women 
wou ld start receiving retirem en t payment.s. 
The com m ittee 
also voted again st .setting u p a new program 
of cash benefits for the totally 
dLsabled startin g at age 50. 


Approved was a provi.sion to 
sta rt paying retirem en t benefits 
to widows a t the age 62, instead of 
65. An estim ated 175,000 widows 
wou ld benefit from this chan ge in 
the first year. 


The 
Hou se 
voted 
372 31 
la.st 
year to lower the retirem en t age 
to 62 for all women covered by 
Social Secu rity, inclu ding wives of 
retired workers and single women 
as well as widows. By the sam e 
vote the Hou .se adopted the dis­ 
ability paym en ts plan .starting at 
age 50. 


To pay for the.se extra benefits, 
the Hou se voted to rai.se the Social 
Secu rity tax from the pre.sent 2 
per cent each on employe and 
employer to 2 4 per cent, effective 
im m ediately. This proposed tax in- 
crea.se was knocked ou t by the 
Senate comm ittee. 
The Eisenhower adm in istration 
opposed the Hou se provisions. The 
argu m en t was that they wou ld 
prove too expensive for the tax­ 
payers. 
This argu m en t bore weight with 
the .Senate com m ittee. Chairm an 
Byrd 
iD-Va» . 
in 
reporting 
the 
grou p’s action after a closed-door 
.se.ssion, emphasized th at the pro- 
po.sed lax in crease wou ld am ou nt 
to $1.600,000.000 in the first year. 
Byrd said the com m itlee’.s ac­

Montgomery Co. Zoning 
Decision Upset By Court 


ANNAPOLIS, May 10 .-P — The 
Court of Appeals today upset a 
Montgomery County zoning deci­ 
sion which had ruled that Mr. 
and Mrs, Albert VV. Walker could 
use three acres of residential land 
for a parking lot. 


The property in question fronts 
on Goldsboro Road and A\alon 
Drive, halfway between Massa­ 
chusetts Avenue and Ramsgate 
Road. 


The appeals court ruled the low­ 
er court had exceeded its power 
in the two cases involving the 
property. 


Originally the county board of 
appeals denied the Walkers’ hid 
to have the area used as parking 
for^a shopping center planned on 
hciirly four adjoining acres, whidi 
are zoned commercial. 
The tirst lower court decision 
sent the case back to the apjieals 
board, holding the board had made 
incorrect findings of fact. 
The board then ruled the Walk­ 
ers had met the burden of proof 
needed in such cases and granted 
the permit. 
The Circuit Court then affirmed 
the board’s finding. 
The high court opinion said Cir­ 
cuit Judge Charles W. Woodward 
found in the first lower court case 


that the Walkers had not met the 
burden of proof of showing no 
j nuisance from the operation, 
j 
“ This being so. the order of the 
i Circuit Court affirming the deci­ 
sion of the board in granting the 
special exception must be, and is, 
reversed,” the court said. 
The Circuit Court has no power 
to rule on matters of fact in such 
cases, the court said, but must 
limit Itself to rulings of law.

Originally the county board of 
appeals denied the Walkers' bid 
to have the area used as parking 
for^ a shopping center planned on 
pearly four adjoining acres, which 
are zoned commercial. 


The first lower court decision 
tent the case back to the appeals 
hoard, holding the board had made 
incorrect findings of fact. 
The board then ruled the Walk­ 
ers had met the burden of proof 
needed in such cases and granted 
the permit. 
The Circuit Court then affirmed 
the board’s finding. 
The high court opinion said Cir­ 
cuit Judge Charles W. Woodward 
found in the first lower court case 


that the Walkers had not met the 
burden of proof of showing no 
nuisance from the operation 


"This being so. the order of the 
C ircuit Court affirming the deci­ 
sion of the board in granting the 
special exception must be, and is, 
reversed,” the court said. 


The Circuit Court has no power 
■ to rule on matters of fact in such

! limit itself to rulings of law.

' WASHINGTON. May IO i/B- For 
years Dr. L. Nelson Bell had been 
turning over in his mind the need 
for a 
new 
magazine, 
one that 
would present evangelical Chris* 
( tianity attractively and forcefully 
as an everyday power in every 
area of life. 
A successful Asheville. N.C., sur­ 
geon and prominent Presbyterian 
laym an. Bell felt that this brand 
of Christianity had often been m is­ 
represented by both liberals and 
fundamentalists. 
Finally, in .January of last year. 
he spoke to his son-in-law about 
his idea. 
To his surprise he found that 
the son-in-law — a Baptist evan­ 
gelist named Billy Graham — had 
been 
thinking 
about 
the 
sam e 
thing and had talked to several 
people about it. 
With G raham ’s encouragement,1 
Kell wrote 20 letters to an inter­ 
denominational 
list 
of 
men 
he 
thought might help get the project 
rolling. Now. just 16 months later, 
these letters cast upon the waters 
have 
resulted 
in 
announcement 
that a new fortnightly. Christian­ 
ity Today, w ill issue its first num­ 
ber next Oct. 15. 
Each of the men on B ell’s list 
responded enthusiastically — and 
suggestecf more names. By Labor 
Day Bell had written more than 
1,000 letters, and on that day he 
and a group of 20 met in New 
York to get down to cases. They 
selected a board of directors of 
12 — six clergy and six laymen — 
formed 
a 
nonprofit corporation, 
appointed a staff. 
Dr. Bell, who says with obvious 
sincerity that throughout the whole 
development he was “ only an in­ 
strument in the Lord’s hands.” 
was named executive editor. 
As editor the board chose Carl 
F 
IL Henry, a tall and husky 
professor of Christian philosophy 
at Fuller Theological Sem inary, 
Pasadena. Calif. 
B ell’s 
letter-writing 
produced 
about $100,000 to get the magazine 
under way. He says he expects 
to get 50.000 paid subscriptions at 
$5 a year by Oct. I. 
“ Our 
whole 
experience 
with 
this,” 
he says, 
“ has shown us 
what can happen when there is a 
spiritual need, a divine call, when 
people are sold on what to do. Six­ 
teen months ago this was just an 
idea, with no means in sight to 
make it a reality. Money? lf a 
thing 
is 
right, 
the money 
will 
come. 
“ It seem s as though everything 
is working in our favor. We de­ 
cided on Washington for our office, 
but we couldn’t find a place. We 
were about to give up when we 
I' end Uhs. It s just what we need, 
and the building manager w as so 
'im pressed with what we are do­ 
ing that he redecorated the whole 
thing and installed partitions just 
as wp wanted them, and didn't 
charge us for it.”

* Angel Of Dienbienphu 
Deserves A Salute 


The spectacle of the person cast by fate in a 
heroic role who makes a lifetime career out of 
his fame is only too familiar. These people believe, 
or at least try to make others believe, that the 
world owes them a living. But happily the stuff 
of heroes goes into such molds only occasionally . 
Thoughts are directed along these lines by 
newspaper mention of a woman and a heroine who 
quietly adjusted her life when she was able to step 
out of the world spotlight. Remember Mile. Gene­ 
vieve de Galard-Terraube, the French nurse who 
in 19 54 was “ The Angel of Dienbienphu?” Her care 
of the wounded French soldiers in that two-month 
siege was one of the factors that kept world 
attention focused upon the fighting there. 
Mile, de Galard-Terraube was a much feted 
person upon her return to France. But it is sus­ 
pected that she submitted to most of the fuss that 
was made over her only at the direction of her 
superiors in the French Air Force, in which at 


that time she was a lieutenant. 
Somewhere in the months that followed — 
months in which her name gradually passed out 
of the news columns — she resigned from the 
French military service. This she did because in 


t h e Air Force she would have been unable to carry 
out a pledge she made to her.self during the 19 54 
siege. It was then that she determined to dedicate 
her life to rehabilitation work among handicapped 


veterans. 
Since last y ear M lk. de Galard-Terraube has 
been training for that work in New York. Now, 
prepared to make good her pledge, she is returning 


to France. 
The world saluted her in 19 54. It should salute 
again this y oung woman who was able to keep her 
poise amid world acclaim and then quietly turn 
to the great humanitarian work to which she 
dedicated herself.

Planned Emigration 


T here has probably been no period in h um an history 
when so m anv persons have w anted to be elsew here 
th an w here they happen to be. 
This has resulted in an 
enorm ous m ovem ent of hum an beings since the end of 
World W ar II. 
By the end of 195.5, for instance, m ore 
than 400,000 E uropeans had been assisted by the Inter- 
govcrnm eotal Com m ittee for F uro pean Migration which 
had been created in 19 51. 
T here is a large m igration 
within Soviet Russia to Siberia and a m igration from 
Red China about which we know very little. These m ay 
be larger in num b ers than the m ass m igration movc- 
m w its in Europe, 
At one tim e, it w as believed th at 
Chinese w ere being m oved to the K arak um D esert near 
th« Caspian Sea but there really is no authentic inform a­ 
tion on the subject. 


The E uropean problem Is very serious due to 
ow rpo pulatio n. W hereas during the first y ears after 
w ar, 
m ost 
of 
the 
E uropean 
m igrants 
w ere 
rvlugees from either H itler’s or Stalin’s terror, those 
wbo are presently involved in this problem are not 
so m uch refugees as families who seek to improve 
th eir economic and social status by moving from 
ovwr-crowded to sparsely settled a rea s w here the 
opportunities are better for hard w orkers. They are 
m u ah like the pioneer stock that in the 17th and 18 th 
centuries settled our own country . They are not city 
dwellers who are dispossessed, but people who go to 
v e a s th at need additional population. 
C anada, for 
distance, is willing to lake som e 175,000 im m igranU 
a y ear, while A ustralia is engaged in a conscious 
a« il sy stem atic building of additional population 
of 
PThropean origin to the am ount of 100,000 a y ear. 
A ustralia learned, during the w ar, that it needs m ore 
papulation.

Deserves A Salute 


The spectacle of the person cast by fate in a 


heroic role who makes a lifetime career out of 
his fame is only too familiar. These people believe, 
or at least try to make others believe, that the 
world owes them a living. 
But happily the stuff 


of heroes goes into such molds only occasionally. 
Thoughts are directed along these lines by 


newspaper mention of a woman and a heroine who 
quietly adjusted her life when she was able to step 


out of the world spotlight. Remember Mile. Gene­ 
vieve de Galard-Terraube, the French nurse who 


In 1954 was “The Angel of Dienbienphu?” Her care 
of the wounded French soldiers in that two-month 
siege was one of the factors that kept world 


attention focused upon the fighting there. 
Mile. de Galard-Terraube was a much feted 


person upon her return to France. But it is sus­ 
pected that she submitted to most of the fuss that 
was made over her only at the direction of her 


superiors in the French Air Force, in which at 


that time she was a lieutenant. 
Somewhere in the months that followed — 


months in which her name gradually passed out 
of the news columns — she resigned from fche 
French military service. This she did because in 


the Air Force she would have been unable to carry 


out a pledge she made to herself during the 1954 
siege. It was then that she determined to dedicate 


her life to rehabilitation work among handicapped 


veterans. 
Since last year Mile. de Galard-Terraube has 


been training for that work in New York. Now, 


prepared to make good her pledge, she is returning 


to France. 
The world saluted her in 1954. It should salute 
again this young woman who was able to keep her 
poise amid world acclaim and then quietly turn 
to the great humanitarian work to which she 
dedicated herself,

Planned Emigration 


T here has probably been no period in hum an history 
when so m an y persons have wanted to be elsew here 
than where they happen to be. 
This has resulted in an 
enorm ous m ovem ent of hum an beings since the end of 
World W ar II. 
By the end of 1955, for instance, m ore 
than 400,000 E uropeans had been assisted by the Inter­ 
governm ental Com mittee for E uropean Migration which 
had been created in 1951. 
There is a large m igration 
within Soviet Russia to Siberia and a m igration from 
Red China about which we know very little. These m ay 
be larger in num bers than the m ass m igration m ove­ 
m ents in Europe. 
At one time, it was believed that 
Chinese w ere being moved to the K arakum D esert near 
th* Caspian Sea but there really is no authentic inform a­ 
tion on the subject. 


The European problem is very serious due to 
overpopulation. W hereas during the first years after 
tfce 
war, 
m ost 
of 
the 
European 
migrants 
were 
refugees from either H itler’s or Stalin’s terror, those 
wk* are presently involved in this problem are not 
so much refugees as fam ilies who seek to improve 
their econom ic and social status by moving from 
owwr-crowded to sparsely settled areas where the 
opportunities are better for hard workers. 
They are 
much like the pioneer stock that in the 17th and 18th 
centuries settled our own country. They are not city 
dwellers who are dispossessed, hut people who go to 
areas that need additional population. 
Canada, for 
distance, is willing to take som e 175,000 im m igrants 
a year, while Australia is engaged in a conscious 
awd system atic building of additional population of 
European origin to the amount of 100,000 a year. 
Australia learned, during the war, that it needs more 
papulation.

Countries such as Holland, Italy, and Greece have 
been overpopulated for long periods and have been send­ 
ing m igrants to North and South A m erica and other 
continents. 
The value O I the ICEM is th a t it m akes it 
its business to know where people are wanted, w hat kinds 
a re wanted in w hat places and w here it is advantageous 
for particu lar individuals to go. 
And it helps them get 
there. 
Dutch 
farm ers, 
for 
instance, 
are particularly 
welcom ed in C anada, A ustralia and Brazil w here farm ers 
a re needed and where these people fit well into local 
populations. 
The Italian problem is a very serious one. 
About IO 
p er cent of the Italian labor force has been unemployed 
for several y ears which m ust m ean political and social 
discontent. 
Italian m igrants now find a special welcome 
in Argentina, 
Brazil, Venezuela and Chile. 
Some, of 
coupse, go to C anada and Australia. 
These Italian m i­ 
g ran ts are not only farm ers, but semi-skilled workers 
who are needed for the building of industry. 
There is 
still an Italian m igration into the United States, but it 
is larger to the South A m erican countries w here the 
opportunities are better. The dem and for skilled artisans 
is 
great everyw here and 
those 
Italians 
who possess 
specific skills are very fortunate when they m igrate from 
low wage to higher wage countries. 


Therefore, vocational courses are being given to 
Italians who desire to m igrate. They are also taught 
FOrtaguese, Spanish and English so that on arrival 
in a new country they are not altogether greenhorns. 
TV principal objection to the im m igrant is that a* 
be Is not adjustable to the conditions of his new 
country, he creates social problems 


The task ol the ICEM and of national em igration 
bureaus is to assist the proposed m igrant to prepare 
himself linguistically and socially for his new environ­ 
m ent in advance of leaving his old one, so that he be­ 
comes m ore assim ilable and adjustable and therefore is 
not offensive. 
This is a constructive program of which 
too little is known. 
The problem in G reece is also one of unem ploym ent 
and of frightfully low wages. , G reece w as hit unusually 
hard by the w ar and its high birth-rate gives it a larger 
population than it can find em ploym ent for. G reeks have 
found good work, 
in recent migrations, 
in Australia, 
C anada and Brazil, 
W hereas in the United States, we 
think of the Giyek as a semi-skilled w orker in the food 
business, such as restau ran ts and m arkets, actually he 
is a splendid fa rm e r and shepherd, and he readily adjusts 
to new environm ents. 
This type of im m igrant is p a r­ 
ticularly desired in Australia which has large unpopu­ 
lated a reas that can only be developed by courageous 
and energetic pioneers

Force Seven com m ander in charge 
of a t o m i c Operation Redwing. 
“ They 
survived 
domination 
by 
Spaniards, G erm ans and Japanese 


through the last century but m an­ 
aged to m aintain their culture and 
their traditions. 
We d hesitate to 
try to change them either. They've 
evolved ways of life that we our­ 
selves haven’t achieved as yet. 
"W e’re wrestling with what to do 
about our aged people and we have 
great conferences on geriatrics and 
the role of senior citizen. Out here. 
the older a person grows the more 
revered 
and waited-upon he 
is. 
Age is prestige, wisdom, experi­ 
ence, rank. 
Literally, they bring 
their oldsters their slippers and see 
that they never want for anything.

The overcall 
in the one level usually ranges 
between 7 and 13 points in high 
cards. In general, it denies hav. 
ing an opening bid. 
The chief 
purpose of the call is to inform 
partner that the overcaller has 
some limited bidding values which 
justify competing. When values 
in excess of an opening bid are 
held, the most usual way to 
compete is by means of an In­ 
formatory double. This announces 
to partner that the doubler has 
an opening bid and requests the 
responder to name his best suit. 
It is important to distinguish be­ 
tween the simple overcall in the 
one level—which would be proper 
if we w’ere lacking, say. the ace 
of diamonds in the hand under 
discussion—and the actual hold- 
ing, which a one spade overcall 
would not correctly picture to 
partner. 
Q2. Pass. There la little to be 
gained by bidding, and much to 
be lost. There is a sharp distinc­ 
tion between the overcall made in 
the one level, which is a bid for 


seven tricks, and the overcall 
made, in the two level, where 
eight tricks are being under­ 
taken. The requirements for the 
bid in the two level differ radical­ 
ly from the overcall in the one 
level. The prime consideration Is 
safety. This means the overcaller 
must be prepared for a business 
double by the next player with­ 
out being subject to a penalty in 
excess of 500 points. For this 
reason the suit named must be a 
substantial one. either in high 
cards or strong Intermediates. 
The number of winning tricks 
rather than the point count de­ 
termines the safety of the over- 
calL Usually a hand Justifying an 
overcall in the two level will rank 
as an opening bid of its own. 
Q3. Two diamonds. Although 
we have the high cards to war­ 
rant an Informatory double, so 
much ground may be lost before 
the bid gets back to us that we 
might not have time or space to 
bid both minor suits. For bidding 
economy we therefore choose the 
overcall of two diamonds, which 
as indicated before shows a prom­ 
ising hand. 
Q4. Two hearts. The best plan 
of action is to make a cue bid of 
the 
opponent’s 
suit. 
Partner 
should be notified immediately of 
the void in hearts, and that the 
hand is of such proportions that 
game must be reached. Adequate 
support for any suit named by 
responder is clearly implied. An 
informatory'double will not near­ 
ly so w’ell acquaint partner with 
the true siae and shape of the 
hand.
